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IN THE CLAIMS: 

The text of all pending claims, (including withdrawn claims) is set forth below. Cancelled 
and not entered claims are indicated with claim number and status only. The claims as listed 
below show added text with underlining and deleted text with otrikothrough . The status of each 
claim is indicated with one of (original), (currently amended), (cancelled), (withdrawn), (new), 
(previously presented), or (not entered). 

Please AMEND claims 1,10, and 16, and ADD new claim 22, in accordance with the 
following: 

1. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method of recording data, comprising : 
receiving a write instruction; 

sensing a temperature around a disc drive; 

enabling a write verify function when the sensed temperature is equal to or below a 
threshold temperature; 

recording the data in a data sector of a disc; 

reading the recorded data and detecting a recording error; and 

recording the data in a reserved sector of the disc when the recording error is detected in 
the detecting of the recording error, 

wherein the detecting of the recording error further comprises comparing data stored in a 
buffe r separate from the disc, with the read recorded data. 

2. (ORIGINAL) The method for recording data according to claim 1 , wherein the 
write verify function repeats the enabling of the write verify function, recording of data, reading of 
the recorded data, and detecting of the recording error for a predetermined time. 

3. (ORIGINAL) The method for recording data according to daim 1, further 
comprising disabling the write verify function if the temperature around the disc drive is detected 
to be greater than the threshold temperature and then only recording the data in a data area of 
the disc. 
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greater than the threshold temperature, after which the controller records the data in a data area 
of the disc. 

1 2. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus for controlling a disc drive according to claim 1 0, 
wherein the controller designates one of a plurality of reserved sectors in the disc, which is a 
magnetic disc, when the recording error is detected, and recovers the date recorded in the data 
sector and records the data in the one reserved sector. 

13. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus according to claim 1 0, wherein the reserved sector of 
the disc is in an inner radial reserved area of the disc separate from the data area of the disc. 

1 4. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus according to claim 1 0, wherein the recording error is 
detected based at least on an increased absolute value of a position error signal. 

15. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus according to claim 1 0, wherein the recording error is 
detected based on at least a detection of an identification (ID) of a servo sector becoming 
difficult due to damage to the ID of the servo sector. 

16. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A data recording method of recording user date to a 
user date area of a medium, comprising: 

detecting a temperature at a recording drive; 
and 

recording user data in a reserved area of a medium when the detected temperature is 
below a threshold temperature, wherein the recording of the user date to the reserved area 
further comprises: 

recording user data to the user date area; 

detecting an error in the recorded user date; and 

recording the user date to the reserved area of the medium if an-the error is detected 
wherein the detecting of the error comprises compa ring date stored in a buffer, separate from 
the disc, with the recorded user date. 

17. (CANCELED) 

18. (ORIGINAL) A medium comprising computer readable code controlling at least a 
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computer to implement the method of claim 1 . 

19. (ORIGINAL) A medium comprising computer readable code controlling at least a 
computer to implement the method of claim 5. 

20. (ORIGINAL) A medium comprising computer readable code controlling at least a 
computer to implement the method of claim 16. 

21. (CANCELED) 

22. (NEW) A method of recording data, comprising : 
receiving a write instruction; 

sensing a temperature around a disc drive; 

enabling a write verify function when the sensed temperature is equal to or below a 
threshold temperature; 

recording the data in a data sector of a disc; 

reading the recorded data and detecting a recording error; and 

recording the data in a reserved sector of the disc when the recording error is detected in 
the detecting of the recording error, 

wherein the detecting of the recording error further comprises comparing data stored in a 
buffer with the read recorded data, with the buffer comprising a first buffer memory recording 
data to be recorded to the disc and a second buffer memory temporarily storing data reproduced 
from the disc. 
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
